Interesting Discussion of Red 
Hair and Problems Attached 



Columbia. Mo.. Oct. 16.— The Uni- 
versity of Missouri has a noticeably 
large number of red-haired girls 
among the students. More co-eds with 
hairs of various shades of red can be 
seen than ever before. 

Scientists say thai red hoir is iluu to 
a pigment culled "melanin," which is 

secreted at the roots of the hairs. Mel- 
anin is formed by oxidization. A vari- 
ety of organic compounds may under- 
go oxidization into melanin pigments, 

ranging in Intensity from yellow to 
black; the greater the oxidization the

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THEATRE NIGHT 
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e first of ihe two semi-annual meetings of the Students* So- 
been held, and as yet no announcement has been made re- 
garding the holding of a theatre night. Whether the Students' 
Council is not prepared to state its position on the matter or whether 
no decision at all has been arrived at, can only be conjectured. 1 

There is no doubt whatever that a return to the cusotm of 
holding an annual theatre night would be welcomed by the under- 
graduates.

How- 
ever, with the passing of any form of theatre night, the students 
have been deprived of one of the most enjoyable and interesting 
features of undergraduate life, and the concensus of opinion appears

that the custom should be revived immediately. 
Whatever the Students' Council are going to do about it should 
one quickly. Theatre night has always been held at this time 
of the year, and a decision should, therefore, be forthcoming shortly. 
With regard to th: matter of a possible loss resulting from its benig 
held, everything is much too uncertain to make any prophecy. There 
is no doubt, however, that, should the Council decide to re-establish 
the old custom of holding a theatre night, the move would be a very 
popular one and this, above everything else, would ensure its suc- 
cess as a financial venture. When it is remembered that, lately, 
1 the old and time-honoredcustoms have been allowed to die 
out substituting any new ones, the resurrection of a theatre 
mends itself as a wise move in the direction of stimulating 
a college spirit among the undergraduates.

usual, the freshmen and sophomores arc organizing in order to be 
prepared for any melee which may possibly occur. It is also pos- 
sible but, we hope, improbable, that a fracas with the city police, 
such as occurred last year, will again take place. 

Why there should ever be any trouble between the students and 
police is a question on which there has always been considerable 
discussion. It is held by some, that the latter are driven to use force 
in order to preserve the peace and protect the property of citizens 
living along the route which the students follow when on parade. 
Another and more prevalent view on the matter is, that is the stu- 
dents were not interfered with, little or no damage would result, 
and all the trouble attendant upon an encounter with the "cops" 
would be avioded. 

i There is, no doubt, much to be said on both sides, and no one, 
not even the most biased undergraduate or policeman would place 
the whole blame upon one side or the other. There is, however, a 
strong feeling in undergraduate circles that students have not receiv- 
ed fair treatment at the hands of the minions of the law in the past. 
It is to be hoped that this feeling will not be the cause of any trou- 
ble to-day. The encounter with the police which took place on 
Sports Day last year will be remembered for some time to come as 
one of the most unfortunate occurrences that ever happened in the 
history of the University. Despatches were sent out to the news- 
papers all over Canada, giving garbled and grossly exaggerated re- 
ports of the affair, misrepresenting the students and presenting their 
actions in a most unfavorable light That sort of thing inevitably 
results in the discrediting of the student body and should be avoid- 
cd whenever possible. Unless the undergraduates wish to be her- 
alded in the press of Canada as a collection of rowdy roisterers, any 
possible trouble with the Montreal police should be avoided to-day. 



Lever, will no doubt remember that it 
was because tho O'Malleys had so 
many law suits In the family that the 
O'MalUy sent ht» nephew Charles to 
Trinity Collide lo read fur the Has. 
"Yes," «ald Sir Harry Buyle, "and if 
there had been a Bible tu the house. 
The O'Malley would have put you in- 
to the Church." That ts too often the 
case t»-day In eplte of our boasted 
freedom of choice. There was a time 
when the choice of a profession with 
any gentlctnau's son waa limited to 
the Army, the Navy, the Church and 
the Bar. To-day a gentleman's sou 
has a tar wider range, hut in many 
cases his choice is as limited as it was 
in the days when George the Third 
was King. Limited, I mean. In the 
wrong sense of the word. 8trictly 
speaking every man Is limited to one, 
and only one, profession. A man who 
thinks himself equal to more than one 
Is "Jack of All Trades and Master of 
None." Limited, I mean. In the sense 
that his people, more often than not 
his mother, will not hear of his taking 
up any but a certain calling in life. 
Too often parents unduly Influence 
their sons to take up professions for 
which they have no vocation. This, 
to my mind at any rate. Is a crime 
against the growing generation. The 
settlement of a man In his profession 
Is only one degree less serious than 
the holy and honourable estate of 
marriage. In the latter case it is im- 
possible for htm to change. In the 
former it is nearly Impossible for him 
to begin again. The free choice of 
one's calling is a right which must be 
carefully guarded for each young 
man. The natural aptitude to a cer- 
tain calling may be watered and culti- 
vated, but it must not be so pruned 
that il will become dwarfed or out- 
grafted. It does not matter to the 
father or mother whether the sou 
takes the Orders or goes into the Bar; 
it is the son himself who must live his 
life. I'arents are very apt to forget 
this. There are too muiiy round sticks 
in square holes. This unfurlunate 
state or affairs is more than true of 
the Church. Young men are almost 
forced into Holy Orders by fond 
mothers and fathers who are utterly 
regurdless of the fact that their sons 
have no call to the office and work of 
the ministry. Again, young men, who 
might otherwise huvo made excellent 
priests are compelled to go Into busi- 
ness, because business is a family ven- 
ture. 

Natunil inclination must alone gov- 
ern every man in the momentous 
choice of his calling In life. Person* 
ally I would never dare to direct any- 
one to a profession. My advice to 
each would be: choose that profession 
for which you have the greatest na- 
tural bent. In plaoiug us In this 
world. Almighty God provided a place 
and calling for ouch one whom he 
permits to come to maturity. The 
selection is left to us, not to our rela- 
tions and friends. We frequently hear 
It said by our clergy that there is it 
certain work for each one to do lu the 
world. That statement Is absolutely 
true, and If we try lo do any other 
work than that for which we were 
created, we must be hopeless failures 
or, at the best, indiffèrent successes, 

Success In any profession is not to 
be measured us the world or even our 
friends count success, rluccess is not 
measured by Ihe vast number of dol- 
lars that a man may hoard up. l-'nr 
from that, success In any profession Is 
personal happiness. To lie happy In 
one's own lite Is tho only lasting suc- 
cess that comes to mortal man. 1 
once said to a man who admitted that 
he was called to Holy Orders, "Why 
then study Law?" Ills reply Is that 
so often heard from Ihe Hps of young 
men In this commercial age, "Colonel 
.tones, the priesthood Is grinding pov- 
erty. At the bar f can easily make 
money." That young man has done 
well in law, but 1 do not count him a 
success because he Is not in his light 
place and he knows It. 

I am not in Holy Orders myself but 
In choosing a profession the priest- 
hood is the first that 1 would feel 
bound to consider. It is the highest 
and, with one possible exception, the 
noblest calling In the world. The 
priest as the ambassador of Christ Is 
In a degree the mouth piece of the 
Holy Ghost. He need not be eloquent, 
his message may be halting but it is 
from on high, and every sermon no 
matter how poor in delivery has for 
, each a message. This Is Ihe true altl- 
Itudn in which to hear sermons. If 
more people went to Divine Service In 
that spirit there would be less fuult 
with the clergy. When a man thinks 
of the awful grandeur of so high and 
ho|v an office as that of the priest- 
hood he may well pause with bated 
; breath as he realizes that none save 
i htm called of God has the right to 
I present himself for the ordination gift 
of the Ilolv Ghost by which are com- 
mitted unto man the offering of the 
perpetual sncrlflce and the power of 
binding and loosing. Let fathers and 
.mothers think of these things and 1 
! venture that they will recoil in terror 
before they force their son Into n Cnllr 
ling so great and so nwrtil for which 
Ihe tacks vocation. Then again n priest 
jmust have a consuming love for hu- 
man souls. That In itself Is a special 
'gift, How many men forced Into the 
ministry care a straw about human- 
ity? Very few. Personally, 1 have » 
sovereign contempt for the general 
public. 

As a profession which requires 
whole-souled devotion, I place next 
after the priesthood the great profes- 
sion or medicine. The choice of such 
a calling Indicates real unselfishness. 
It, too, demands of Its members a 
great amount of personal sacrifice. 
The country practitioner or Nova Sco- 
tia with his long cold drives, his poor 
and faltering remuneration, his expo- 
sure and his utter disregard of self, 
commands my highest admiration. Is 
medicine a profession for the man 
who has no call? . 

The army, the navy and Journalism 
attract many, because while such pro- 
fessions have their times of stress and 
hardship, they do not involve the con- 
tinual unselfish devotion to humanity 
and Its needs, called forth by the 
church and medicine. ' On the other i 
hand the non-attraction to many otj 
these professions is In the fact that 
thé dull round of duty is more Insist- 
ent here than anywhere else. The 
nrmv or navy man Is not always un- 
dergoing the hardships of actual 
fighting but he./ has the continual 
round of guards, parades, trainings 
and examinations. The journalist has 
always a certain copy to get ready for 
a certain time. The Insistent things 
of life— the things that must be done 

. m . „ r become, commonplace unless 

a man Is In love with his work. 

The law as a profession demands al- 
most Incessant attention. There Is n 
good story t«ld of the late Judge Pe- 
leg Wlswall, of Dlgby. who In his day 
was one of the most celebrated law- 
yers of his native province. Before 
he was ealled to the bench, which he 
adorned with his wisdom and learning 
tor a number or years, he was accost- 
ed by a young man who wished to 
studv law." The young man made his 
request to Mr. Wlswall with rear and 
trembling for the distinguished barris- 
ter wns a man of formidable aspect, 
dressed In the fashion of the preced- 
ing century and Tather gruff In his 
manner. "Hlr," said the youth. "I 
wish to study for the Har." "Do you 
keep H horse?" said Mr. Wlswall. "Ko," 
said the surprised boy. "Do you kiep 
a dog then?" "No, I do not keep a 
dog." "Do you keep a gun or go flsh- 



afford to keep a gun. and I havu no 
taste for flatting." "Then," said Mr. 
Wlswall, "you may read law In my of- 
fice, and if 1 can be of any assistance, 
you must not Tail to call upon me. 
The law Is a liard taskmaster and will 
require of you all your time. She Is 
moreover a jealous mistress, and If you 
slight her by your attention to any- 
thing else »he will hee to It that you 
nutter." It is unfortunate that the 
reat truth of this lost remark of 
Judge Wlswall Is not realised mort; 
than It ts to-day. The truth Is provi-d 
by the fact that we. have In Nova 
Scotia at the present time on an av- 
erage only one real lawyer In each of 
the counties, and perhaps four or five 
In the city of Halifax. The same con- 
dition prevails In New Hi-unswlck and 
Prince Edward Island as well. The 
other members of the Bar In these pro. 
vîntes are not lawyers, but mere con- 
veyancers, Insurance agents and dab- 
bler* in real estate. This sad stale 
of affairs I attribute not so much lo 
the forcing of young men to read law. 
When they have little or no taste for 
It as to the crowning disgrace of the 
age. Get rich Quick. Not content 
lo wait for the position at the ijsr 
that time und clos»- study would be 
sure to award them, lite legal prnfes- 
slon In bulk is obsessed with all sorts 
ami conditions of plans to make money 
and to make it as quickly us possible. 
There are . notable exceptions I am 
glad to say. Why this should be the 
case in the centre of so universal a 
grab game for money win be answered 
in two ways, first that the law Is still 
a profession which attracts a few gen- 
tlemen's sons, and second, that all 
human beings are not totally depraved. 
The overcrowding of the legal and en- 
gineering professions with men who 
are certainly tio credit, and more often 
apt to be a disgrace to them. Is due 
In the first to the spread of education 
among the masses. Personally l do 
not think that the publie school educa- 
tion in these provinces does the lower 
orders any good. In fact It does them 
harm, ror It prompts them to think 
themselves on an equal footing with 
their factors. It is the old cast of the 
beggar on horse-back. It is at the hack 
of all the Labour unrest and Lloyd- 
Ueorglsm In the Old Country. It Is 
behind Mr. Hurnham's bill before the 
Canadian House of Commons for the 
abolition of titles of nobility within 
the Dominion of Canada (for that l.-> 
what the bill will mean In tho long 
runl. One of the lower classes with 
a few brains, and the superficial edu- 
cation or tho public school, forces his 
way through college and takes a pro- 
fession. The young man Is commend- 
ed for his Industry, and begins prac- 
tice. Lacking the true polish of blue 
blood he sees that the short cut to 
social position Is money. lie rllngs 
the customs and dignities of his pro- 
fession to the lour winds and hunts 
for gold. It takes several generations 
to produce a gentleman, and It takes 
as many generations to compel the 
realization of the fact that a profes- 
sion Is a life work not a means of 
getting rich. lint education of the 
masses has come to stay, and no mat- 
ter how much old? fashioned Tories 
like myself may regret Its advent, now 
that It Is here we should sec that it 
is the proper kind. 

Tiic public school courses and the 
college courses as well, are too fixed, 
too hard and fast. They should be 
more elastic. The boy should be 
brought up through his school to un- 
dertake the special preparation for his 
calling or profession In college, and not 
be burdened with useless studies. 
King's College made a step forward In 
this direction a few years ago when 
the two courses were laid down for 
the Arl.s degree. The step 111 Itself 
was bad. but the Idea was a good one. 
What I mean Is this — An Arts degree 
presumes a knowledge of the classics. 
Under the new order at Windsor It Is 
possible for a man to become llachelor 
of Arts without even a bowing ac- 
quaintance with Bradley Arnold, To 
my mind at any rate he would hardly 
be called a B.A., any more than a inn 11 
could he called Doctor of Médecine 
after perfecting himself In music. That, 
however. Is a matter of detail, and Is 
n el tiler here nor there, It Is Important 
because It shows a disposition on the 
part of the Honorable Hoard of (!ov- 
ernnrs to recognize the value of a 
more elastic course. 

To sum up. In the choice or u pro- 
fession, a man (shall I say a boy?) 
must follow his own Inclination, 
must know that calling In the which 
he will be most happy, he must train 
himself for It end above all he must 
know that he is following that pro- 
fession because or his vocation, not 
because of worldly gain. 

Having therefore chosen his profes- 
sion, where sh ill he practice the 
same.' At home or abroad? It Is 
well said "that a prophet is not with- 
out honour save In his own country."
